This Son of man is equally Son 
ef God. He is so according to Pet- 
er’s confession. ““‘When Jesus came 
inte the coasts of Caesarea Phil- 
Eppi, he asked his disciples, say- 
mz, Whom do men say that I the 
Son of man am? And they said, 
Some say that thou art John the 
Baptist: some, Elias; and others, 
Jeremias, or one of the propheta. 
He saith unto them, But whom 
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say ye that I am? And Simon 
Peter answered and said, Thou 
art the Christ, the Son of the liv- 
ing God’ (Matt. 16:13-16), Jesus 
plainly approved Peter’s answer 
for He replied, “Blessed art thou, 
Simon Barjona: for flesh and 
blood hath not revealed # unto 
thee, but my Father which is in 
heaven.”

students to be an expert at this 
business of winning souls.” 

The papers came in. We sent 
them through the Bible Depart- 
ment and through the Department 
of English. A little Episcopalian 
girl who had just come to college, 
a girl who had been saved only a 
short while, wrote the most_re- 
markable statement. I do not 
remember just what she said, but 
it was about the clearest state- 
ment I ever read in print by a 
theologian or anybody else on 
what to do to be saved. 


The trouble with most of us 
who call ourselves Christians is 
that we have never really sur- 
rendered to God. Honestly now, 
have you ever done it? Are you 
out and out for God? The trou- 
ble with most of us is that we 
just have not come clean with God. 
In a way we have given God our 
hearts and we are trying to trust 
Him. We hope that when we die 
we will go to Heaven. Some of 
you folks have just enough relig- 
ion to keep you uncomfortable. 
You are always afraid the Devil 
is going to get you. You would 
not want to die suddenly for any- 
thing in the world. You are hop- 
ing when you go to die you will 
be conscious and have plenty of 
time so that if you do not have 
things fixed, you can fix them. 
Most of you are going through 
the world with just enough of 
Jesus to keep you from enjoying 
the world and just enough of the 
world to keep you from enjoying 
Jesus. A little bit of religion is 
a very uncomfortable thing. 

I remember an old-time country 
doctor that I saw down South, 
one of those old quinine and calo- 
mel doctors, the kind that gave 
people quinine externally, intern- 
ally and eternally! I saw him 
take a big dose of calomel on a 
knife, put it on a man’s tongue 
and say, “Swallow it.” 

I looked at him and said, ““Doc- 
tor, it is none of my business, but 
aren't you afraid you'll give that 
fellow too much of that stuff?” 

He said, “No, no; a little calo- 
mel will just upset him. A big 
dose will not make him sick.” 

“Well,” I said, “Doctor I 
didn’t know that was so about 
calomel but I know it is so about 
the religion of Jesus Christ.” A 
little dose of it keeps you always 
nauseated and upset. But broth- 
er, when you come clean with 
God, when you come out and out 
for God, it makes all the differ- 
ence in the world.

Don’t you use your eyes to see 
just the things you want to see, 
the things that delight you and 
entertain you? Did you ever walk 
up and say, “God, I want to give 
You my ears. They are filled 
with so many sounds, so many 
words, and so many voices. © God, 
I want to give You my ears. I 
want You to unstop them so I 
can hear the cry of the heart that 
needs God.” Have you ever giv- 
en God your tongue? Oh, these 
long, mean tongues some of us 
have! Sam Jones said he knew 
a woman down South who had a 
tongue so long she could sit in 
the parlor and lick the skillet in 
the kitchen. These long, slander- 
ous tongues some of us_ have! 
We are always talking and saying 
things. Say, did you ever give 
your tongue to God? God wants 
your tongue. God has something 
He wants you to tell people. 


Have you ever’ surrendered to 
God? People talk about giving 
God their heart. When you 
came to Jesus you did not give 
God anything. When you came to 
Jesus you came not to give Him 
your heart but to get a new heart, 
a heart from sin set free. Now 
that you are saved God wants 
you to give Him something. You 
could not give God anything 
when you were a sinner. You 
had nothing to give God but your 
sins which Jesus Christ bore in 


His body on the cross. But 
after you got saved, then you 
had something God wanted. He 


still wants it. I will tell you what 
it is: it is your body. 


Around Christmas time in our 
home we begin tc talk about what 
we want for Christmas. I say to 
Mrs. Jones, “Do you know what 
Bob would like to have? Do you 
know what Fannie Mae [that is 
Bob’s wife] would like to have? 
Do you know what Bobby IIl 
would like to have? What would 
your mother like to have?” We 
begin to try to find out what they 
want so we can get those things. 
You see, we love each other. 

God does not hint to you. Lis- 
ten! The Lord Jestis Christ stands 
here tonight-—-oh, if we only had 
eyes to see Him! He stands here 
on this platform. He is right there 


by you. He is looking into your 
face and saying, “I saved you 
one time. I would like for you 


to do something for Me. You 
have something I want you to 
give me. You have something I 
really want.” Listen! How can 
you resist Jesus Christ? He says, 
“Here is my brow. I gave that 
brow for a crown of thorns. I 
did it for you. And here is My 
back; look at That is what 
I did for you. These hands of 
mine—look at them. I did it all 
for you. Now there is something 
I would like to have you do for Me. 
I want you to give Me something. 
I want your body.” Listen, your 
body is your contact with earth. 
God wants some feet around Chi- 
cago to run errands of ‘mercy. 
God wants some ears in this city 
to hear the cry of thousands of 
hearts that are crying for God 
even when they do not know why 
they cry. God wants human eyes 
to see lost men and human 
tongues to tell these men the 
story of redeeming grace. 

The Old Testament tells the 
story of a dead child. Somebody 
said, ‘We had better send for the 
preacher.’ That is the only time 
some people send for the preacher, 
when somebody dies, or sorrow 
comes, or skeletons break out of 
closets. So they said, ‘Go tell the 
prophet. GO TELL THE PRO- 
PHET!’ Word was sent to him. 

The prophet was busy. He said, 
‘Here is my rod. Take it and 
put it on the child.’ And while 
they came back and said, ‘Say, 
preacher. The rod is no good. We 
laid the rod on the child, but he 
is still dead.’ 

The old prophet said, ‘I suppose 
I had better go myself.’ He went 
over there, laid his body down 
on the body of the child and the 
child came to life. Listen! God 
wants your body. He is asking 
for it tonight. Oh, men and 
women, if this crowd should ever 
surrender to God! 

You remember that passage of 
Scripture which says, “I beseech 
you therefore, brethren, by the

mercies of God, that ye present 
your. bodies a living sacrifice, 
holy, acceptable unto God, which 
is your reasonable service” (Rom. 
12:1). That passage of Scripture 
is addressed to Christians. We 
know from the word brethren 
that the writer is talking to 
Christians. He is saying, ‘I be- 
seech you Christians to give God 
your bodies.’ What are you going 
to do about it? Are you going 
to turn Him down? Are you go- 
ing to say no to Him? Or are 
you going to walk up and say, 
“Lord, I'm sorry I have been so 
mean and selfish, but I will give 
You my hands. They are not 
much good, but You may have 
them. God, if they are any good 
to You, You may have them. 
And God, here are my feet. I've 
been running on errands of sin, 
but now I give You my feet. I 
am going to start out to run er- 
rands of mercy. And my eyes, 
You may have them, too. [Oh, 
these eyes have led so many of 


us astray!] You can have my 
eyes, God, and mv tongue, and 
my ears-—everything else I have.” 


Let us come clean with God. Let 
us quit all this shamming busi- 
ness. Listen! Let us quit this 
humbuggery stuff in this country! 
Let us surrender our lives to God 


and come out and out for the 
Lord Jesus Christ. What do you 
say? 


God Wants Your Level Best 


The average Christian in this 
town is not doing as much to 
win souls to Jesus Christ as the 
average politician is doing to win 
votes. If you Christians went 
after sinners like politicians go 
after votes, you would get souls 
like politicians get votes. The 
politicians of this town have the 
town divided. The political boss- 
es know all the people and who 
they are kin to. They are 
ganized. They know their job. 
Here is a man running for office. 
He goes out to see a certain man. 
The man is not at home, but he 
goes back the next day, and keeps 
on until he sees him. After while 
he says, “Bill, I am running for 
office. I want you to vote for 
me. We are old buddies, you 
know. We have been in the same 
crowd. And, Bill, how about your 
mother and father and vyour 
grandparents? You have a lot of 
kinfolks, Bill.” Did you ever do 
that much to keep sinners from 
going to Hell? We say that we 
love Jesus; we are orthodox. We 
believe all the Bible. Yes, sir, 
We are fundamentalists. We be- 
lieve the Bible from cover to 
cover. You can’t put us with 
that modernist crowd—not us! 
Well, we do not act like it. We 
have loved ones and friends who 
have between them and Hell just 
little heart beats and we do not 
seem so much coneerned. 

A man said to me not long ago. 
“Heaven is far away and Hell 
seems like a distant land.” Why 
you Christians co not know how 
close you are to Heaven.

You have loved ones and some 
of your best friends——people who 
are dear to you-—and the only 
reason they are not in Hell is 
that their hearts are still beating. 
And people are dying with heart 
trouble by the thousands today. 
Did you know that you are play- 
ing at this soul-winning job? We 
are supposed to have 225 churches 
in this campaign. If this were a 
Devil’s show people would be 
hanging from the rafters. Let us 
say that there are a hundred 
church members in each of these 
churches, There are more than 
that. There are many hundreds 
of them. There are multiplied 
thousands of them who believe 
that God can save men from Hell 
and take them to Heaven. There 
are thousands of us orthodox 
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Christian people in Chicago. God 
help us to wake up and get busy. 
We have the greatest business on 
God Almighty’s earth.

“Oh,” she said, “Dear, the 
strangest man you ever Saw 
walked up here a few minutes 
ago’‘and asked me if [I were 
saved.” | 

“Why didn’t you tell him to 
| tend to his own business?” 

“Oh.” but she said, “Dear, if 


‘you had seen him you would have 
thought he was tending to his 
own business.” 

Listen! That is your business. 
Wherever you go, your business 
is to witness ‘to the saving power 


of Jesus Christ. Do you know 
what your vocation is? Your 
vocation is your main business 


in life. Your avocation is a side 
line. Your vocation is the job of 
winning souls. Keeping house or 
filling a job is not your vocation. 
That is your avocation. Witnessing 
for Christ is your vocation. May 
God move on our hearts. May He 
stir us to our depths! I have 
been searching my own heart 
lately. I am ashamed of myself. 
[ am preaching to all of us 
preachers, We preachers ought to 
be ashamed of ourselves. You 
deacons and stewards and elders, 
you Christian leaders, ought to 
be on your faces before God, 
begging Him to forgive you for 
your laziness and for being no 
account. You are neglecting your 
job. If any business in this town 
had an employee who. did not 
stick to his job better than you 
Christians stick to yours, that 
employer would fire the employee. 
Aren't you ashamed of yourself? 
I am ashamed of myself. 


A man said to me, “Bob Jones. 
you are killing yourself.” Don't 
tell me that! What is a better 
way to die than this? Men are 
wearing themselves out in sin and 


\pleasure and sensuality. Yet you 


and I are sitting down loafing on 
God's job—and patting ourselves 
on the back and throwing kisses 
at ourselves and thinking we are 
wonderful! The last one of us in 
this house ought to be weeping 
and begging God to pardon us 
and forgive us for being no good. 

In the Bible we read about a 
big religious gathering, suppose 
we call it a Bible conference, It 
was not really that, but that is 
what we will call it. There was a 
big convention in Jerusalem. The 
people were. having a big time. 
Jesus was in town, and He went 
out to a pool where the angel 
troubled the water once a year. 
A man was there who had been 
a cripple for many years. Who- 
ever got in the pool first after it 
was troubled always got well. 


Jesus look at the man and said te 
him, ‘Why don’t you get in the 
pool when it is troubled?’ 
‘I have nobody to help me.’ 
‘Where are they?’ 


‘They are over there teaching 
Sunday School classes.’ 

"Where are they?’ 

“They are going down the 
street with a Bible under their 
arm to hear Dr. So-and-So talk 
about the Antichrist.’ 

‘Where are they?’ 


‘They are going around trying 
to learn the technique of running 
a church.’ 

Can't you see them, with a 
songbook under one arm and a 
Bible under the other — going up 
to the temple for a great con- 
vention. And this poor cripple ic 
out there just waiting for some- 
body to help him. He wants te 
get in. He sees the water 
troubled, turns his eyes that way 
and cannot get in because there 
is nobody to help him. Listen, 
there are sinners in Chicago going 
to Hell by the thousands because 
they have nobody to help them. 
Don’t blame the sinners. Multi- 
plied thousands of them would 
come to God if we were on the 
job. You say, “Oh, Bob Jones, we 
have the preachers, and we sup- 
posed. . .” Wait a minute. Shut up. 
Shut up! You cannot get out of it 
like that. A preacher cannot do 
your job. 


A man said to me not long ago, 
“Bob Jones, you are doing the 
work of four or five men. You 
write for newspapers. You edit a 
paper of your own. You have ali 
these many radio stations. You 
have much of the burden of Bob 
Jones college. You do ag much 
preaching as any other evangelist 
in the country. You are carrying 
this heavy load of so many organ- 
izations. You are doing the work 
of four or five men!” 

I] said, “Don’t tell me that. No 
man ever did the work of more 
than one man. My work is my 
dead level best.” Your work i# 
your dead level best. You cannot 
do my job and I cannot do yours. 
If you do not do your God-assigned 
task, throughout eternity there 
will be a job that has never been 
done. One day it dawned on me 
that God may have given me 4 
key that would unlock the door 
of some heart and that I was the 
only man who had the key. O God, 
if that igs so, please help me to 
unlock the door! There may be in 
Chicago some poor sinner that my 
special, peculiar style wili reach 
and that nobody else on earth can 
reach. John Rice might get some- 
body else and Paul Rood some- 
body else and you somebody eise. 
But we all have a job to do. Jesus 
said, “Go ye, therefore, and teach 
all nations. . .” No man can go into 
all the world. But there are enough 
Christians on earth that if every 
man would go as far as he could, 
we could go into all the world and 
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preach the gospel to 


ereature. 
Some One Will Go to Hell if 
You Do Not Win Him 

Years ago when I was a young 
preacher. I was holding a meeting 
in a little town in Louisiana. One 
day the pastor of a church said, 
“Bob, I have a funeral to conduct 
and I must be out of town. Will 
you go up to the cemetery at ten 
eclock and conduct the funeral?” 

I said, “Well, I do not know 
anything about the man.” 

The pastor said, “Oh, well, he 
is an old Mississippi swamper who 
flied. He was an old sinner and 
blasphemer who never entered the 
door of a church. You cannot say 
anything for him anyhow. The 
family just wanted some preacher. 
You can read some Scripture and 
pray and that is all you can do.” 

I went to the cemetery. The 
coffin was brought in. There were 

. Bcarcely enough people to bury 
him decently. He was an old miser. 
Nobody cares when a miser dies. 
Even other sinners do not care 
when an old miserable, miserly 
sinner like that dies. As I remem- 
ber it, there was only one woman 
at the cemetery. She lived in a 
home nearby. She had a woman's 
heart in her bosom. She possibly 
said to herself, ‘““They are burying 
something; it must be a human 
being.’ She ran out im the yard 
and gathered some flowers. ‘That 
was the only floral offering at the 
grave. 

I read the Bible and prayed the 
best I could. We covered him up 
with dirt; put him té bed with a 
shovel. 1 walked out of the gate 
of the cemetery and stood there 
for a moment. I put my arm 
around his only living son, and 
gaid, “My friend, my tather died 
one time and my heart almost 
broke. I do not know what I would 
have done without Jesus. I want 
to ask you if you will not trust 
‘Jesus as your Saviour.” 

He looked at me for a moment. 
‘Hig face will haunt me in eternity. 
His lips quivered. The muscles of 
his face twiched and tears started 
down his cheek as he began to 
sob. He said, “Mr. Jones, 1 am 
thirty years old. I have lived in 
this community all my life and 
this is the first time anybody ever 
took any interest in my soul.” 

Listen! There are people in your 
block who will be dead before long 
and they will tell God that nobody 
in Chicago ever asked them to 
accept Jesus. Listen! You could 
evangelize your block in one day. 
Thig city of Chicago could be 
evangelized, if we were organized, 
in a week’s time. The gospel could 
be given to practically every home 
in this city in a week if we were 
organized. I experimented down 
South in a rural district one time. 
I believe we got the gospel to 
ninety-nine people out of a hundred 
within a fifty mile area in six 
months. You could do the job. The 
trouble is we do not do it. 

Don’t you want to be a soul 
winner? The greatest business in 
the world is winning souls. 

You will give a doctor every- 
thing you have to operate on your 
daughter and save her from death. 
I saw today in the newspaper the 
picture of that sad-faced father 
holding his baby, a blue baby. 
What you would not do to save 
your baby! But listen to me, the 
greatest business in the world is 
not keeping people out of jail and 
keeping them out of the grave. The 
biggest business on earth is keep- 
ing people out of Hell and taking 
them to Heaven, Don’t you want 
to be a soul winner? You can be. 
Every Christian here can be.

tonight tells us that the angel of 


the Lord sald, ‘Philip, go down 
' And he went. He did 
argue.

You are 
not going to ask me to do personal 
work. That is out of my line.” 
Don’t you talk back to God. You 
are to be a witness. You are to go

| gospel, and Jesus says He will be 


with you. Don't you talk back to 
God. You can do anything God 
lelis you to do. Back of God's 
commands He puts omnipotence. 
YOu can sail any sea, climb any 
mountain, scale any wall when God 
tells you to do it. I tell my 
students in the college never to 
ask where the road leads—just 
ask, “Am I on the right road?” 
The right road leads out at the 
right place. If you will go God's 
way, you will always make right 
contacts, 

We hear talk about. sancti- 
fication in this country. Don’t be 
afraid of that word. It is strange 
how scared some people get. I am 
not talking just about fuss and 
emotion. i nere used to be a steam- 
boat on the Tennessee River that 
could not blow and run at the 
Same time. When it would blow 
it would have to stop running. 
When it ran it did not have enough 
steam to blow. I know some folks 
who cannot do anything but shout. 
That is all the steam they have. 
But, brother, if the shouting does 
not interfere with your engine run- 
ning, Shout! I am not talking about 
something that sounds peculiar. 
Don't be afraid of God's word 
sanctification. Someone has said, 
“Sanctification ig a supreme de- 
sire not to want to have your own 
way.” Let me say that again: 
“Sanctification is a supreme de- 
Sire not to want to have your own 
way.” How is it with you? Do 
you want God's way or your way? 

Years ago out in Colorado, one 
Saturday night, I dropped into a 
tent meeting. Il was a young 
preacher, had led many people to 
Christ and had a little reputation 
as an evangelist. But I was an 
awfully stubborn, determined 
fellow. Seth Rees, whose son is 
now up here in Minneapolis, was 
preaching. I did not know who he 
was, I had never seen him before. 
I heard his text and I heard his 
sermon, and I have never for- 
gotten it. His text was: “If God 
be for us who can be against us.” 
He said, ‘““‘We will put it this way: 
‘Since God is for us, who can be 
against us.’”’ It stuck to me. He 
talked about men wanting their 
way. At the close of the service I 
as a young preacher walked up 
and knelt at that front seat, took 
the reins of my life out of my hand 
and put them into the hand of 
Almighty God. I told God He could 
have His way with me. I have not 
been all I ought to have been 
since that time. I have been 
blundering along the road, but I 
am standing here tonight saying, 
“God, whatever You want, that is 
what I want. Your way is my 
way.” 

At a recent meeting of our 
board of trustees of our college I 
said, “Ladies and gentlemen, if 
Jesus Christ walked in here and 
told us what to do, we would do 


it.’ That is what I call conse- 
cration. “Thy will, O God, in my 
life—not my will.”

‘All right,’ the eunuch answered, 
‘I'm going.’ He went down the 
road under divine direction. It is 
wonderful to march under God's 
orders. It is wonderful to be going 
the way God said to go. You can- 
not miss the right road if you are 
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out winning souls. That is God's 
way! 

He went down and found a 
man reading the Bible. That is 
just like God. When God sends 
somebody out on the job, God 
gets there first and fixes con- 
ditions so the job can be done. I 
have never had a campaign man- 
ager to get me_ evangelistic 
Campaigns. All my life I have had 
all I could do. Never has there 
been a time when I did not have 


more invitations than I could 
accept. I have never hunted 
meetings, but have tried to 


follow the policy that when I have 
a job never to think of the next 
one. Do that one. I tell our 
students, “When you get into a 
room, clean up’ that room where 
God put you. Don’t ask any 
questions. Just fix the room. 
When you get that room all fixed, 
God will open the door and put 
you into another one. When you 
get in that room, fix it all up: 
dust it, clean it, straighten it up. 
Don't leave any of it undone. 
When you get that job done, God 
may move you into a bigger 
room. This time you may be a 
little proud and stuck up—you 
have a big room to work in. If 
you get stuck up, God may put 
you in a little attic. If He does, 
go on and get in there; that is 
where you-bélong.” Day after day 
during my life I have been going 
from one room to another. Some 
day, if the Lord tarries, I am 
going to be in a room somewhere. 
I am going to try to be busy, 
doing the job. After while it ‘will 
get a little dark. Something is 
the matter with the electricity, or 
maybe my eyes are no good. 
Things aré€ not exactly right. Oh, 
the lights are going out, but 
yonder is a door. No,.it is not a 
door—it is not like amy other door. 
It is a gate--a’ pate of pearl. It 
is opening, it is opening! And I 
am going to move into a room He 
fixed for me. Heaven must be a 
wonderful place. If God can turn 
a sunbeam into a pencil and paint 
a rose in one springtime, what will 
Heaven be? Jesus has been there 
two thousand years doing interior 
decorating. My room is already 
there. All He has been doing is 
touching up the inside of it. 


Say, let’s go with God down 
that road. Philip got down there 
and found the eunuch reading 


the Bible. Listen, I testify to you 
Christians that under God's orders 
you always get results. A man 
said to me not long ago, “There 
are invisible results.” Some men 
are good authorities on that kind 
of results. I know there are 
invisible results. but, brother, I 
want to see something. There are 
things I cannot see, but God lets 
us see things. That is the glory 
of it.

His chin and smelling as tobacco 
users smell. However, do not take 
my word for it, but read your 
Bible and pray and see if the Holy 
Spirit leads you to believe that 
Jesus wohld use tobacco. If Je- 
Sus would do it, then you have 
a right to. If Jesus would not, 
then you do not have a right to. 
It is a sin for us to do anything 
that is too dirty for Jesus to do. 

2. I believe it is a sin to use to- 
bacco because it defiles the body 
which is the temple of the Holy 
Spirit. The Holy Spirit lives in 
the body of every Christian. The 
Bible says: “But ye are not in the 
flesh, but in the Spirit, if so be 
that the Spirit of God dwell in 
you. Now if any man have aot 
the Spirit of Christ, he is none 
of his’ (Rom. 8:9). That means 
the Holy Spirit. Again, in I Cor- 


inthians °3:16, 17, the Scripture 
says: “Know ye not that ye are 
the temple of God, and that the 
Spirit of God dwelleth in you? If 
any man defile the temple of God, 
him shall God destroy; for the 
temple of God is holy, which tem- 
ple ye are.” This body, then, if 
you are saved, is the temple of 
the Holy Spirit of God.

Soul-Winning Opportunities 
Pass Away Soon 

Philip ran. Here was an op- 
portunity on wheels. The opportun- 
ities of life are on wheels today. 
A few years ago, about a quarter 
of a century ago, not far from 
this spot, old Bill Sunday spoke 
to his thousands. His dust is 
sleeping out yonder in the ceme- 
tery. I want to go to his grave 
while I am in Chicago. He is 
sieeping the sleep of death. Men 
and women who came down the 
aisle and shook hands with him 
and came to God-——many of them 
—are up im Heaven with him. It 
has not been many years since 
Dwight L. Moody shook this city. 
And Chapman moved it and other 
men moved it. They are dead and 
gone. Now you are in the first 
great city-wide, united campaign 
of this kind for a quarter of a 
eentury. What a golden oppor- 
tunity to touch a city for God! 
The chariot is passing. Such a 
ehariot may not pass again for 
another quarter of aie century. 
Personally, I never went to a 
eity with any heavier sense of 
responsibility. I came here more 
fatigued than I have been in many 
years. The most terrific strain I 
have had in a long time, I have 
had in recent.weeks. But I asked 
God to give me strength to do 
my job the two weeks I am here. 
I do not want anybody’s blood in 
Chicago on my hands. if this 
campaign does not stamp this 
eity for God, I do not want to 
have to answer at the judgment 
‘seat of Christ. 

You have a loved one unsaved. 
You could get that loved one to 
this meeting and get him saved. 
You have a friend. If you would 
get -that friend here, he would 
likely be saved. I never saw such 
a percentage of unsaved people 
saved as we have had here for 
the last three nights. Nearly every 
person who comes in here un- 
saved, finds Christ. You never 
saw anything like Sunday night’s 
service for the percentage of un- 
saved people. Last night it was 
practically a Christian crowd. You 
could bring the sinners in if you 
would, and they would come to 
God. The chariot is passing! 

One time in my old home city, 
Montgomery, Alabama, I went 
down to a jeweler to have my 
watch fixed. I went back the next 
day to get it. A stranger handed 
it to me. He saw my name on the 
outside. “Oh,” he said, “you are 
Bob Jones, the evangelist.” 

I said, “Yes.” 

He said, “My name is So-and-So. 
I have just come to the city—just 
atarted to work today.” 

“Well,” I said, “I am glad to 
gee you. I hope you will like our 
town.” I stood there and talked 
to him for a few minutes. Then 
I started off. I said, “I wonder 
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why that man wanted to meet 
me ? Some folks run from 
preachers. 1 wonder if he is a 
Christian. I believe I will go back 
and ask him.” But then I said, 
“No, I am busy today; I will not 
bother. I will see him some other 
time.” I went on down the street, 
but as I did, I said, “I ought to go 
back and talk to that man.” But 
then 1 felt again, “Well, I am 
awfully busy today. I will make 
a little note and when Il come 
downtown in the morning I will 
drop in to see him. I will ask him 
if he is saved. If he is not saved, 
I wil] try to lead him to Christ.” 
I made a little note, put it in my 
pocket and went on about my 
business. 


The next morning I got on a 
streetcar near where we lived and 
started downtown. I unwrapped 
my morning paper and on the first 
page in big headlines I saw where 
that. man that night standing at 
his desk fell dead. I got downtown 
as quickly as possible. I rushed in 
and said to the proprietor who 
was an officer in the church, “Was 
Mr. So-and-So who fell dead here 
last night a Christian?” 

He said, “I do not know. He was 
a stranger in town, just started to 
work here yesterday morning. I 
do not know anything about him.” 
I do not know either. I .touched 
that life for a moment, never to 
touch it again. 

Life’s opportunities are on 
wheels. You touched 
today you will never see again 
this side of eternity. You sat by 
somebody on the streetcar; you 
talked to somebody in a store or 
shop or factory. You had a 
chance. You met a fellow-pilgrim 
on his way to eternity. The chariot 
passed, and that chariot will never 
come back to you. O God forgive 
us. Forgive us Christians, God. 

Are you a sinner tonight? Are 
you in this service unsaved? If 
you are, a chariot is passing to- 
night. It may never come back 
any more. Today is the day of 
salvation.

And I Corinthians 6:19, 
20 says: “What? know ye not 
that YOUR BODY is the temple 
of the Holy Ghost which is in 
you, which ye have of God, “and 
ye are not your own? For ye 
are bought with a price: there- 
fore glorify God in your BODY, 
and in your spirit, which are 
God's.” Does tobacco smoke 
coming out of your nostrils glor- 
ify God in your body? Does the 
smell of tobacco, on your body 
offer good testimony for Jesus 
Christ? We well know that to- 
bacco stunts the mind of the 
growing boy and girl. It hinders 
the athlete. It sometimes makes 
mothers unable to nurse. their 


babies. Many physicians believe 
that pipe smoking sometimes 
causes cancer of the tongue, 


mouth, or throat. In some cases, 
tobacco affects the lungs, causes 
hardening of the arteries and af- 
fects digestion, according to the 
best physicians. In my ministry 
I have known literally dozens of 
men to quit tobacco because they 
felt it would please God. In prac- 
tically every case they immediate- 
ly began to gain weight, diges- 
tion was better, and general health 
and disposition were better. I 
say, this has been proven true in 
dozens of cases that I know about, 
personally. Anything that so 
harms the body as tobacco does, 
must grieve the Holy Spirit who 
makes that body His temple and 
commands that we do not defile 
the body. Since your body -be- 
longs to God and you are com- 
manded to glorify God in your 
body as well as your Spirit, and 
since the blessed Holy. Spirit 
abides there, if you are a Chris- 
tian, I believe it is a sin to use 
tobacco. 

3. I believe that the use of to- 
bacco is a sin because it hinders a 
Christian’s influence. If a man has 
no conscientious scruples of his 
own about the use of tobacco, 
then since he is a Christian, he 
should consider the conscientious 
scruples of other people for whom 
Christ died, In I Corinthians 
8:9-13 Paul, the inspired apostle 
of God, says: “But take heed lest 
by any means this liberty of 
your’s become a stumblingblock 
to them that are weak. For if 
any man see thee which hast! 
knowledge sit at meat in the 
idol’s temple, shal] not the con- 
science of him which is weak be 
emboldened to eat those things 
which are offered to idols; And 
through my knowledge shall the 
weak brother perish, for whom 
Christ died? But when ye sin so 
against the brethren, and wound 
their weak conscience, ye _ sin 
against Christ. Wherefore, if 
meat make my brother to offend, 
I will eat no flesh while the world 
standeth, lest I make my brother 
to offend.” 

Here then is a Biktle principle 
clearly stated. If your example 
leads others to do what they 
think is wrong, or if you cause 
them to be discouraged and lose 
confidence in your Christianity, 
then it ig a sin. Verse 9 shows 
that your liberty may become 4&4 
“stumblingblock to them that are 
weak,” and that would be a sin. 
Verse 12 says that “When ye 
sin so against the brethren and 
wound their weak conscience, ye 
Sin against Christ.” I know a 
good many preachers who use 
tobacco. In every case where it 
is known it is a stumblingblock. 
Many mothers say, “I do not want 
my boy to follow after such a 
preacher.” Some Christians say, 
“Tf it is all right for Brother So 
and So, it is all right for me.” 
And lost sinners say, “What is the 
use of being a Christian if a 
preacher smokes just as lost sin- 
ners do?”

(Continued on Page 5) 
The habit becomes so fastened on = 
one that it enslaves the will, and 
a poor victim is often unable to 
break the habit without special 
help from God. Gambling grows 
on one the same way and the 
habit becomes difficult to break. 
Likewise, if one gives way to 
evil thoughts and lust on the sex 
matter, it becomes uncontrollable. 
The whole mind is poisoned and 
defiled, and one is put in bondage 
to his lust. All these are illus- 
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Slaved by some habit, you are not 
enslaved by righteousness, but 
you are enslaved by sin. 

Did you notice that the en- 
Sslavement of habit is always in 
sinful matters and never in right- 
eous matters? No one ever got 
in such a habit of praying that 
he could not stop praying. No one 
ever got in such a habit of being 
honest that it made a slave out 
of him. No one was ever in such 
a habit of loving God that he 
loved God too much. No one ever 
got in such a habit of attending 
church or winning souls or help- 
ing others that he was enslaved 
by it. ,Whatever enslaves your 
mind, your will, your body so that 
you cannot control yourself and 
your desires, ig evidently a sin.

and Sunday did not use tobocco. 

I have talked to good Ohris- 
tians who use tobacco, useful 
men who love God; but almost 
invariably they admitted to me 
that their consciences told them 
My father was 
such a Christian, a devout and 
useful man, a soul winner. We 
believe that tobacco hastened his 
death; certainly it hindered his 
influence. Equally certain it is 
that others began the habit fol- 
lowing his example. 
so convinced that the habit was 
wrong that he punished his sons 
if he found them using tobacco 
and would have nearly died of 
shame if one of his daughters or 
his wife had smoked a cigarette. 
The practice of Christians does 
not always show forth the mind 
of God. But the consciences of 
spiritually minded, useful Chris- 
tians is more likely to reflect the 
will of God. And on this matter 
of the use of tobacco, the consci- 
ences of enlightened, spiritually 
minded Christians is almost unan- 
imous. Most churches will not 
have a pastor who uses tobacco. 
Many, many churches, like my 
former pastorate in Dallas, Texas, 
will not have a Sunday School 
teacher who uses tobacco . The 
great Moody Memorial Church in 
Chicago, and many, many others, 
will not receive a member except 
on agreement that he does not 
use tobacco. The enlightened 
spiritual consciences of millions of 
Christians say that the use of 
tobacco is wrong. ‘They must 
have come to this conclusion by 
the leading of the Holy Spirit. It 
is hardly likely that most of the 
best Christians in the world are 
wrong on this subject. 

In many, many cases the Holy 
Spirit deals so clearly with people 
that they give up tobacco as soon 
as they are saved without a word 
from any preacher or anybody 
else on the subject. I have known 
many who-threw away their cigar- 
ettes as soon as they were con- 
verted. I have known many 
others who, when drawn very 
close to God in a revival, turned 
from the use of tobacco and con- 
fessed it as a sin though no one 
else had mentioned the matter. 
Im such cases the Spirit of God 
must have spoken to their hearts. 
I say, I think the use of tobacco 
is a sin and that the great ma- 
jority of spiritually minded Chris- 
tians upon quitting tobacco have 
reported that they have had the 
leading of God’s Spirit on this 
question. 

Many, many Christians on quit- 
ting tobacco have reported that 
they felt nearer to the Lord than 
ever before, felt that the Holy 
Spirit was pleased with the de- 
cision they had made.

I know hundreds of peo- 
ple who say they cannot afford to 
tithe and yet they use tobacco. 
They cannot help the Red Cross 
and yet they buy tobacco. They 
have no money for missions, none 
for religious literature, and yet 
they have tobacco. The average 
church in America who 
uses tobacco spends more money 
on that than he does on all the 
work of Christ. Millions and mil- 
lions of dollars are burned up in 
cigarettes by people who claim to 
be Christians, and yet there are 
millions of heathen who have 
never heard the gospel because 
no missionary was ever sent! 
Money used for tobacco does no 
good, and usually does positive 
harm. If men must give account 
for every idle word, then surely 
they must give an account of 
every misspent doHar. The use 
of money by a laborer to buy a 


member 


pack of cigarettes every day is | 


evidently the same kind of sin 
as the use of money by million- 
aires to waste on race horses and 
yachts and champagne suppers. 
Jesus on this matter commanded 
us to “make to yourselves friends 
of the mammon of unrighteous- 
ness,” that is to lay up treasure in 
Heaven by the way we use money. 
No man does that with the money 
that is spent for tobacco. 

7. I believe it w a sim to use to- 
bacco because of doubt m your 
heart when you use tt. The man 
who asked me if Ht was a sin evi- 
dently had some doubt, at least, 
whether it wag pleasing to God 
for a child of God to use tobacco. 

If there is a doubt in your 
heart, then it would certainly be 
a sin for you to use tobacco, for 
the Scripture says, “And he that 
doubteth is damned (held guilty 
of sin) if he eat, beCause he eat- 
eth not of faith: for whatsoever 
ie not of faith is sin” (Rom. 
14:23). If you cannot use tobac- 
co in the full faith that H honors 
Christ, then you ought not to use 
tobacco. Hf you do use it without 
that faith you sin. ks there a 
doubt in your heart as to whether 
the use of tobacco would please 
Christ? Is there a doubt in your 
mind whether or not tobacco de- 
files the body or enslaves the 
will? Do you feel without doubt 
that Jesus would use tobacco if 
He were here? Do you doubt 


whether you should use money 
for it? Do you doubt about 
whether it will hurt your influ- 


ence? If you use tobacco, doubt- 
ing whether it pleases Christ, | 
then it is a sin, for whatsoever 


is not of faith is sin. 

Very prayerfully I have given 
you Bible evidence on this ques- 
tion: Is it a sin to use tobacco? 
I believe that it is. Most of the 
spiritually-minded people of the 
world agree“that it is. The Scrip- 
ture seems clearly to teach so. I 
urge you to sum up those argu- 
ments and weigh them carefully. 
(1) It is a sin for Christians to 
do what Jesus would not do since 
He is our example, and surely 
Jesus would not use tobacco. (2) 
It is a sin to use tobacco because 
it defiles the body which is the 
temple of the Holy Spirit. (3) It 
is a sin to use tobacco because it 
hinders a Christian’s influence. 
(4) The use of tobacco is a sin 
because it enslaves the will and 
puts one in a yoke of bondage to 
the lust of the flesh. (5) The use 
of tobacco is a sin -because -the 
Holy Spirit has made that the 
concensus of opinion among the 
most spiritual and useful Chris- 
tians. (6) It is a sin to spend 
money for tobaccoswhich ought to 
be spent for something more use- 
ful as is so often the case. (7) 
It is a sin to use tobacco if we 
doubt whether it is right.

In the last verse of the 
Chapter of John, Jesus Says 
Nathaniel, “Verily, verily, I say 
unto you, Hereafter ye shall see 
heaven open, and the angels of 
God ascending and descending 
upon the Son of man.”

Nathaniel, 
like every good Jew, knew that

story from the Old Testament. 
Jesus was saying to Nathaniel,

Heaven opened and the angels of 
God ascending and descending 
wpon the Son of man.” And Jac- 
ob’s dream and the promise to 
Nathaniel find unmistakeable ful- 
fillment in Jesus.

If not, turn to John 14:6 and hear 
Jesus say, “I am the way, the 
truth, and the life: no man cometh 
wnto the Father, but by me.”

And no man ever failed 
te reach God who came honestly 
to Jesus. To this add Peter's pow- 
erful words after Pentecost: 
“Neither is there salvation in any 
other: for there is none other 
name under heaven given among 
men, whereby we must be saved” 
(Acts 4:12). You want to reach 
Heaven, don’t you, my friend? 
Then come to Jesus Christ. Come 
as a sinner. Come to the sinner’s 
Friend, the sinner’s Savious.

If as a Christian 
you have nothing to make you 
happy and satisfied and trustful, 
then you surely have missed the 
point that God wants to make 
clear to you. A Christian can be 
happy, a Christian can be free as 
air. I know we should be burdened 
for sinners, but there is no reason 
for a Christian to worry and fret. 
That is a sin, and. plainly for- 
bidden in the Bible! 

The Scripture in Philippians, 
chaper 4, says, “Be careful for 
nothing.” In Matthew, chapter 6, 
Jesus says, 

“Therefore I say unto you, Take 
no thought for your life. what ye 
Shall eat, or what ye shall drink; 
nor for your body, what ye shall 
put on. Is not the life more than 
meat, and the body than raiment ? 
Behold the fowls of the air; for 
they sow not, neither do they reap, 
nor gather into barns; yet your 
heavenly Father feedeth them. Are 
ye not much better than they? 
Which of you by taking thought 
can add one cubit unto his 
stature? And why take ye thought 
for raiment? Consider the lilies 
of the field, how they grow; they 
toil not, neither do they spin: And 
yet I say unto you, That even 
Solomon in all hts glory was not 
arrayed like one of these. Where- 
fore, if God so clothe the grass of 
the field, which to day is, and 
tomorrow is cast into the oven, 
shall be not much more clothe you, 

O ye of little faith? Therefore 
take no thought, saying, What 
shall we eat? or, What shall we 
drink? or, Wherewithal shall we 
be clothed? (For after all these 
things do the Gentiles seek:) [A 
better way to say that is, ‘For 
after all these things do the 
heathen seek.’ That is the way it 
is really meant here. Heathen 
people worry, Christians do not 
need to worry.] For your heavenly 
Father knoweth that ye have 
need of all these things.’ Mat. 
6:25-32. . 

Here the Saviour anys. ‘Quit 
worrying. It is a sin to worry. 
Don't worry about making your 
hair white or black—-you cannot 
change it. You need not worry 
about how tall you are, for you 
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cannot change that. You need not 
worry about how long you are go- 
ing to live, because that is in the 
hands ef God. You certainly do not 
have to worry about what you 
have to eat. Our heavenly Father 
feeds the sparrows. “Are not five 
sparrows sold for two farthings, 
and not one of them is forgotten 


before God? But even the very 
hairs of your head are all’ num- 
bered”’ (Luke 12:6, 7) Every hair of 


your head-—-God has a record of it. 
We have a pretty good record sys- 
tem. in my office, but we do not 
have any record system like that, 
like God has. God says, “The hairs 
of your head are all numbered.” 
This morning you combed your 
hair and two hairs came out in the 
comb. God said, “All right, Angel; 
change the recorg there; there are 
two pone.” God keeps a record 
up in Heaven; “The hairs of your 
head are all numbered.” If God 
looks after you like that, don’t you 
think it is a shame and a disgrace 
for you to fret and stew? I say to 
you, worry is a sin! 

You. do not need to worry about 
clothes. Did you ever notice how 
God clothes the flowers and takes 
care of them? I have been glad 
about the way people have sent 
in flowers to Dr. Reveal and Mrs. 
Reveal. They have spent so many 
years in the Lord's service and the 
fragrance of their sweet ministry 
has gone all over this country. But 
if God takes care of the lilies of 
the field, and Solomon in all his 
glory never was dressed up to go 
to the temple as these flowers are 
—if God takes care of the flowers, 
won't He take care of His own 
dear children who are bought by 
the blood? What a wicked sin it is 
to fret and stew and worry! The 
Bible says to be careful for 
nothing. Don’t worry! Don’t worry; 
it is a sin! Don’t be fretting; that 
is wrong! 

“How can I do it?” you say. 
Well, here is the way to get peace 
of mind so that you do not ever 
have to worry. The Bible has the 
answer to every problem, and here 
is the answer to all you stewers 
and worriers and fretters ——~ you 
bunch of unbelievers, you people 
who make God out a liar, you 
people who contend God does not 
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answer prayer. Aren't you 
ashamed of yourself? You are & 
disgrace to the name of Chris- 
tianity, you who stew and fret 
and worry, you who do not have 
any faith, and do not have any 
peace. 

Somebody said to me not long 
ago, “I was afraid-I would have 
a nervous breakdown.” 


I said, “You ought to be 


“ashamed of yourself, a Christian 


talking that way.’ A Christian 
has a lot better to do than have 
a nervous breakdown. I would 
just say, “I will put my trust in 
the Lord, I will rest in the Lord. 
He cares for his own.”

PRAY. Pray about every thing! 
You say, “Pray about. every 
thing?" Oh, yes. I-used to think

We are all very much like the 
little eight-year-old boy whose 
father was a traveling salesman.
